How A YEBJIOST BOY SAVED His

This boy was 15 years old in 1777, 


when General Burgoyue started from 
Canada for Albany, and his name was 
David Spafford. 
He lived with his 


father aud mother aud two little sis- 
ters on a farm away up iu the Green 
mountains of Vermont. 


It was about the middle of August, 


1777, that a messenger came to Mr. 
Spafford's farm aud told how Burgoyue 
had been traveling southward from 
Canada with thousands of British reg- 
nlar-s and many hundreds of Indian 
allies. The messenger added that one 
of the savages, a warrior so tall and 
heavy as to be a giant, and knov.-n as 
the Wyaudet Panther, had murdered 
the beautiful daughter of a Scotch 
clergyman, Jenny McCrea, who was 
visiting a friend at Fort Edward. 


After this act General Burgoyne had 


lost control of the Indians, and iu 
small bauds they were over-running 
the country. Mr. Spafford must come 
at once and join a company of Ver- 
mont farmers, who, under Colonel 
Stark, were going to protect their 
homes aud drive Indians and Hessians 
alike from the country.

One Amazon could offer no greater in- 
sult to another than to tell her "You 
are nothing bnt a maa," aud only the 
death of one or the other could settle 
the difficulty.

feeling and shedding human blood was 
their chief delight.

The Dahomiaus came out 


oil the road between Eshagga and Ab- 
eokuta about dark. If he had known 
it he might easily have destroyed the 


. great city that night, for the Yorubans 
were wholly uaprepare d and did not 
suspect the enemy's presence. 
But 


the king thought it unwise to leave 
10.000 Yornbans ia his rear, aad there- 
fore determined to destroy Eshagga 
that nigiit and assault Abeokuta next 
day. 
So his columns marched toward 


the suburb and those who lived there 
thought the soldiers wereYorubauson 
their way to the war at Ejahyay; aad 
as they never'syoke to soldiers on the 
march they did not know the fearful 
blunder they had made. 


The Dahomians quietly filed into 


the town and encamped in the market 
pia-"e, the inhabitants feeling ail the 
more secure because so many soldiers 
had come among them. They retired 
to rest, little knowing the sword that 
was at their throats. 
Soon after the 


doomed city became still the slaughter 
began. Xearly 10.000 persons were 
killed, only a few hundred being 
spared to be taken to Dahomey and 
there offered in saciifice. 
Everybody 


else perished except one man, who, 
though badly wounded, succeeded in 
reaching Abeokuta next morning and 
giving the alarm. The city was terri- 
bly frightened, but is was found a 
little later that the hostile king had 
abandoned his original plan and not a 
Dahomian was within thirty miles of 
the city. 
Apparently he was ?ated 


with the terrible slaughter at Eshagga 
and decided to postpone his attack ou 
the great city until the following sea- 
son. 
Then the attack came, but Abeo- 


kuta was ready to defend herself to 
the utmost, and the tyrant of Dahomey 
was repulsed with heavy loss.

A BALLOON UNDER FIRE. 


»»m«dlat« ColUpce Does Xot 
Follow, 


KT*« TTU«n the Mark If Hit, 


Wita regard to the effects of gan- 


enots upon a balloon, the following ex- 
periments \rere made, says the Pall 
Mall Magazine. A shot was fired frora 
a Lefcel ri«e at a balloon at an alti- 
tude of 500 feeL It only penetrated tne 
fabric below the equator, 'and no ap- 
preciable result ensued. 
After this 


many shots were fired, several pene- 
trating the balloon and passing out 
near the upper valve. After a lapse of 
six hours the balloon descended quietly 
to the ground, b;v reason of the loss of 
gas through the bullet holes. 
But it 


appeared thct, whatever the number < 
pf shots, tae loss of gas Tras never saf- j 
Sclent to cause the balloon to fall rap- 
idly. 
On another occasion a. shrapns! 


shell was ilred from a seven-pounder 
Armstrong gun at a balloon having an 
altitude c-f 1,500 feet, but this being 
above the limit of elevation of the 
gun, it was impossible to hit it. 
In 


any case, had It been possible to do so, 
the shell weald have penetrated tbe 
balloon below tie equator and passed 
cut again so low down as to cause no 
serious loss cf gas. Indeed, a balloon 
loses but little of its lifting power— 
that is, little of its gas—if the hole Is 
made below the equator. 
Once a gore 


was split up to within a few feet of tae 
upper val%-e; at first the balloon fell 
rapidly, then the wind filled cut the 
flapping fabric, and it sailed quietly 
to earth.

ROMAN FORUM EXCAVATIONS. 


ttaliaa Public at Last Bccom a 
»tu» 


etted la Them, 


The explorations now oeing: carried 


on in the Forum have aroused unusual 
interest among the Italian public, 
which is beginning to sb^ke cSC from 
Its lethargy and to take an interest 
in the remnants of its past history^ays 
the London Post. At every new stone 
that comes to light there is a rush to 
the Forum to see what it may contrib- 
ute to the knowledge of the topogra- 
phy and history of ancient Rome. Th» 
most recent discovery is one of frag- 
ments of a large inscription at th» 
foot of tbe arch of Septimus Severus. 
The inscription is cut In the dark Ro- 
man stone known as travertine aad 
dates from the end of the republic. 
The inscription seems to have been cut 
en two coiumns, and to have covered 
at least two lar^e blocks of stone. Of 
one column only a few letters remain, 
too little to give any certain indica- 
tion cf the meaning, but it is hoped 
that before long further excavations 
will lead to tae discovery of other 
fragments. The inscription on the 
other column is more complete, though 
not sufficiently so to enable archeolo- 
gists to conclude anything certain con- 
cerning its real character. It indi- 
cates measures of length and breadth 
and refers to buildings and spots tha 
names of which are unfortunately on 
the missing fragments. It seems that 
the inscription refers to a temple of 
Jupiter or of Hercules \rictor and to 
the Via Sacra and the Via Nova, If 
the other fragments can be brought to 
light the inscription will have a par- 
ticular value for the topography of tie 
Forum.

Capture Cahmpit Trenches After 


Some Lirely Fighting. 


Manila, April 26.—General MacAr- 


tkur's division fought ita way to the 
Filipino 
trenches before Calumpit 


yesterday, advancing four miles, most- 
ly through weeds and jungle, and 
crossing the Bagbsg river. This wa« 
••eomplished at a cost to the Ameri- 
can* of six killed and twenty-eight 
wounded, the First South Dakota re- 
giaent being the heaviest loser. 


After fording the river the South 


Dakotans pursued the insurgents to 
the outskirts of Calumpit, but the town 
wms found so strongly protected that 
General Mac-Arthur deemed it best to 
withdraw the tired fighters and to go 
Into camp for a night's re»t before 
making the final assault. 


The largest buildings in Calumpit 


were being fired by the Filipinos while 
the Americans were crossing the rirer 
fully a mil* away, 
indicating 
the 


enemy's intention to abandon the place. 


The Bagbag river, which is about a 


hundred yards wide at that point, was 
splendidly fortified, and the Ameri- 
cans were compelled 
to 
approach 


across an cpen space, from which the 
rebels had cleared erery obstruction 
to sight. The bank of the river, a 
high bluff, 
was surmounted 
with 


trenches, capped with rocks, loophcled 
and partly 'hidden by bushes. 


The rapid firing guns on the train 


opened the battle about a mile from 
the river, their popping alternating 
continuously with the boom of the 6- 
founders. 


The Montana regiment and the Utah 
artillery batteries at the same time 
«ntered the jungle, from which the in- 
turgents, who were occupying a large, 
Straggling village of huts, poured 
k«avy Tolleys. In the course of an 
Iwur the Americans had forced a pa-i- 
»afe through the woods to the open 
•pace in front of the river, and the ai • 
tlllery. immediately on wheeling Into 
the open, began shelling the Filipino 
trenches. 


In the meantime Company K. Twen- 
tieth Kansas, led by Captain Boltwood, 
ferformed one of the most brilliant 
achievements of the ca- paign. The 
regiment was being held in reserve, 
ead Company K charged a distance of

Having reached the broken span, the 


fmall but valorous party of Americans 
slid down the caisson, swam a few 
yards to the shore and crawled up the 
bank, the little colonel leading tho 
way to the trenches, revolver in hand, 
while the few remaining Filipinos 
bolted. 


Colonel Funston said afterward: 
vlt was not much to do. We knew 
they could not shoot straight, and that 
our boys would attend to them while 
we were crossing." 


General Hale's troops, on the right, 


had the hardest fighting. They fol- 
lowed the north bank of the river, near- 
est the town, from the east, with the 
First Nebraska regiment on the left 
and the First South Dakota and the 
Fifty-first Iowa beyond. 


General Hale's right joined General 
Wheaton's left soon after noon, a curve 
in the river enabling the Americans to 
pour an enfilading fire into the enemy"; 
trenches. 


About this time the cheers of the 
Kansas troops announced that th-3 
Americans had crossed the river. Gen- 
eral Hale's men began to ford thn 
Cbico, a branch of the Bagbag, stretch^ 
mg to the northeast. The general him- i 
self plunged in up to his neck, and the j 
regiments, all carrying flags, floundered j 
across the stream. The guns of the 
Utah light artillery were dragged over ! 
next and formed into an extended line ! 
to advance upon the trenches before ' 
Calumpit, from which the Filipinos j 
were pouring continuous volleys. 
I 
It is difficult to estimate the in- ' 
•urgent losses, but they had no fewer j 
than 70 killed, manv of them by tha i 
artillery.
